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Scarborough Spa. This is the centre of fashionable life 
in the season at Scarborough. The present buildings were 
opened in 1880. but the Spa dates from early in the 18th 
century. The first well houses were destroyed by earth¬ 
quake in 1737, and those built under the direction of 
Sir Joseph Paxton perished by fire in September, 1876. 
There are two springs, the North and the South, both 
possessing great medicinal qualities. 
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
